Army penetrated into Italy, and the Duke of Sa-

So fhameful an Affair could not be carried ‘on bare- 
fac’d without provoking the Indignation of the Pu- 
blick it*was therefore tranfacted in the Night rime, 
in the Houfe of the Marquefs de Prie, where that ° 
Minifter kept clofe a long time, and where the Duke 
of Savoy” and the ‘Count de la Tour had frequent 
‘Conferences with him. 


~ At that very time,the Duke order’d publick Prayers 


to be made, for obtaining the Affiftance of Heaven 


“in the perplex'd State of Affairs he was in; he did 
‘the like in'1696, when he quitted the Party of the 
Emperor and his Allies. 
The Rumour ef the Count d’Ausburg’s being at 
Turin growing:too loud, he retir’d out of that Ci 
‘to a Country Houfe of the Count de Tarini’s, “whi- 
ther the Marqiiefs de S. Thomas repair’d ‘to “him 
‘often, and the Duke of Savoy himfelf feveral times. 
His Majefty, well inform’d of all this, confirm’d 
fince by an intercepted Letter ‘from the Count d’Aus- 
burg to rhe Count de Sinzendorf, dated from Furin 
October 13. order’d his Ambaffador’ to {peak to the 
‘Duke of Savoy abour it, who -fent Inftructions t 
the Count de Vernon to reaffure his Majefty of 
bis Fidelity, by publick Proteftations that he would 
never depart from his Engagements with the 2 
Crowns, that there was no Imperial Minifter at 
‘Turin, and that he ‘would hearken to no Propofals 
from the Emperor ;_ he gave like Orders to his Am- 
baffador at Madrid to make tii¢ like Peoteftations to 
the King of Spain. 
This Condu& leaving his’ Majefty no room to 
doubr of the Infidelity of that Prince, out of a Pre- 
caution no lefs' juft than neteffary he order’d the 
‘Duke of Vendome to difarm the few Troops of 
Savoy thar rémain’d in the Army of his Majefty 
and the Catholick King, to fecure them, and ad- 
vance towards Piemont ; -but before he entred into 
it arid’ commirced any Act of -Hoftility, his Majefty 
-propos'd that the Duke of Savoy fthould deliver up 
to him fome Places of Strength, and reduce the num- 
ber of his Troops to the Eftablithment ftipulated in , 
the Treaty of 1696, that he might fecure the Com- 
munication of his Territories with thofe of the King 
of Spain his‘Grandfon, and for the furure be rid of 
all Arprehenfign of the ill Defigns of the Duke of 
Savoy. 
Thefe Propofals, fo confiftent with the Intereft of 
the Duke of Savoy, arid whiclalone are capable of 
maintaining Tranquility in his Dominions, were re- 
jeted; he’ put under Confinement the Ampbaffa- 
dors of France and Spain at Turin, without allowing 
them the liberty of {peaking with any Perfon, or fo 
much as of giving an account what was becothe of 
them, while. the Count de Vernon his Ambaflador 
to his Majefty was under no other Reftraint than 
his Parole. He ftop’d all the French, ths ge 
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mand Soldiess of his Majetty's Troops, thaé_ were

paffing through his Dominions; he caufed all 
their Effects to be feiz’d ; and relying on the Suc- 
cours he expects from his New Allies, in purfuance 
of the Treaties concluded with them, caus'd 
Troops to march to meet 2000 Horfe commanded

Duke of Vendome, before they could be joyn’d. He 


has caus‘d all his Subjects to take Arts, given out 
Commiffions for new Levies,and has not omitted any 


thing to manifett to all Europe that he makes nothing 
to violate the Faith of Treaties. Thefe Proceedings 
leaving no room for doubting his Intentions, his 
_Majeity vo prevent: the: Conieqnence of them, has 
refolv'd to declare War againft him, both by, Sea and 
Land, as the does. by thefe Prefents, cr.
